Tro y , N. Y., Oct. 28.—The industries

Yo nkers sm iled on the b ig form of 
the Ohioan through 
a heav y shower. 
He talked at leng th to as m any as 
could get into the largest theater, and 
then addressed those who had stood 
waiting in the rain, whose num b er was 
ev en greater.

crib, with the ex pectation of fin din g 
the best specimen s. By doin g the 
work this fall, when huskin g is in 
progress, when each 
ear 
is

han dled, it is 
an 
easy 
m atter tc 
choose the best. 
As corn is grown for both the grain 
an d fodder, an ideal way of selectin g 
seed is to do the work while in the 
field. 
In that way stalks as well as 
ears can be con sidered, for the posi­ 
tion of the ear on the stalk, the vital­ 
ity of the stock an d n umber of ears 
on the stalk an d all importan t fa c ­ 
tors. 
But for those who have n ot 
made this field selection there still re­ 
main s the huskin g time an d every 
farm er is urged to atten d to this m at­ 
ter this fall. 
Last sprin g in man y section s of the 
coun try it was

problem 
where to get en ough good seed com. 
There is n o n eed that the same con ­ 
dition will ex ist n ex t sprin g. 
Scien tific farm ers will n ot choose 
t<^> large an ear, for there is a limit 
to the size of the ear that can be ex ­ 
pected to ripen in an average season , 
in this coun try the ideal ear is n in e 
an d a half in ches lon g. 
Man y fa n n ­ 
ers thin k size is the most essen tial 
thin g, but it is n ot. 
The ben t seed 
ears are stron g

sy mmetrically 
developed, with straight rows of even 
sized,

den ted 
kern els. 
They 
should be a little rougher than the 
average of 
tlie crop 
an d 
the den t 
should run squarely across the ker­ 
n els an d there should be n o hard or 
poin ted margin s.
